Insofar as iprices are concern 
ed, the history of 1948 is being 
repeated to a considerable ex­ 
tent this year.

Yet little political attention has 
been focused on this situation 
either by Democrats or Republi­ 
cans.

These included: 

62 per cent; coal, 43 per 
cent; oil and 
petroleum, 85 per 
cent; grain, 40 to 50 per cent. 
The directives also call for the 
volume of retail trade in the state 
and cooperative stores to increase 
70 per cent by 1955 over the 1950 
total, with meat sales to the pop­ 
ulace to go up 90 per cent and but­ 
ter sales to rise IOO per cent. 
The plan also provides that the 
Soviet national income should, in 
1955, be 60 per cent more than it 
was in I960. 
Moscow’s statement that it is do­ 
ing away with the Politburo does 
not mean abolition of an all-power­ 
ful governing body. On

trary. the announced 
new 
presi- 
dum. to act between sessions of the 
party central committee, will have 
even more power. It will take over 
the duties 
of

Organizations 
Bureau (Orgburo), which controls 
the appointment of key officials 
throughout the party and govern­ 
ment network.

For years, I have been calling attention 
to the over-rapid consumption of our min­ 


e r a l reserves. This is a matter of prim ary 
importance because our particular civiliza­ 
tion, on its material side, is based on iron 
and steel, petroleum and other metals and 
minerals. When we are forced to import 
these essential commodities in proportions 
that are excessive, we shall have to export 
too large a share of our 
foodstuffs 
and 
manufactured goods, and we shall be re­ 
quired to do that at prices low enough to 
compete in markets unwilling to take them 
except as gifts. 
The loss of our minerals can m ake us a 
dependent nation. It is always forgotten 
that empires have risen and fallen and that 
raw materials and the food supplies were 
factors not to be ignored. 
For m any years, this nation has been 
dumping metals, minerals, food-stuffs and 
manufactured goods for free into the so- 
called weak and backward nations under 
all sorts of aid plans. While it is hum ane 
and charitable to assist those who are wil­ 
ling to accept our assistance, it is nonethe­ 
less dangerous to our future as a nation, to 
the destiny of our country and to the wel­ 
fare of our grandchildren and great grand­ 
children to waste our irreplaceable wealth 
of metals and minerals. 
Now along comes the President's M ater­ 
ials Policy Commission with a report which 
says (in digest): 
“A complete census of the minerals in­ 
dustry should be taken by the Bureau 
of 
the Census every five years; that Govern­ 
mental program s of fact-gathering and ec­ 
onomic analysis concerning minerals, par­ 
ticularly in the Department of the Interior, 
should be improved to make good present 
serious lacks in data, and that complemen­ 
tary program s of fact-gathering and analy­ 
sis by industry groups be undertaken or 
strengthened. 
“ The United States Geological Survey 
should speed up the geological mapping of 
the United States and Alaska, and 
take 
leadership in establishing a national sys­ 
tem of assembling geologic data from drill 
cores and other sources.” 
The report clearly indicates in tone and 
data that the investigators found conditions 
frighteningly unsatisfactory. 
According to this commission, this coun­ 
try is rapidly moving into the position of a 
raw-materials deficit nation and if present 
.consumption continues, we shall reach that 
state in 1975 which is not too far away. 
Should a war occur during 
the

years, present estimates would be outmod­ 
ed because the velocity of consumption 
would naturally increase. Our success in 
; the past two wars has been entirely due to 
our productivity and mobility. The fac- 
! tories did it. 
The present policy of our government of 
giving away approximately $6 billion a 
year in various forms of aid is responsi­ 
ble, in part, for the over-rapid consump­ 
tion of our raw materials. More devastat­ 
ing have been two w ars during which we 
contributed principally supplies to our al­ 
lies and our own forces.

Air Often Helps Wound Healing 


By HCRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


FIRS*1' mid for cuts or wound« 
often calls for a bandage or 
dressing. Experience has taught 
us. however, that such injuries do 
not always have the best chance 
to heal if we keep them bandaged 
too long. Often, it is better to 
leave a cut or wound open to the 
air. 
An injured animal usae this 
treatm ent 
when 
it 
keeps 
its 
wound open and cleans it by lick­ 
ing. This may have som ething to 
do with the interesting fact that 
wounds in animals tend to heal 
more rapidly and with less infec­ 
tion than in man. 


May Encourage Germs 
Many surgeons have taken this 
h in t and leave wounds unband­ 
aged, even following an opera­ 
tion. They point out th at Instead 
of protecting the wound against 
germs <md bacteria, a bandage 
m ay tend to make th e wound a 
“test 
tube” 
for 
growing 
any 
germs that happen to get into it. 
It is possible for a bandage to 
produce just the kind of damp» 
dark, m oist living conditions that 
germs breed In. 
Even in skin grafting, where 
bandages sre the rule, many of 
the bandages used art unneces­ 
sary, according to th e foregoing 
line of thought. One doctor has 
reported over 300 surgical cases 
without bandages w hich showed 
no danger of infection. 
Sometimes, It is a good idea to 
leave on dressings for short pe­ 
riods of time, perhaps 24 hours 


after an Injury; in most cases, 
they are not needed any longer 
than this. There is usually less 
infection if dressing and band­ 
ages are not applied. 
The open-air treatm ent is also 
helpful in preventing unsightly 
scars, such as those on the face. 
Doctors have noticed that facial 
scars from severe cuts and in­ 
juries heal much more neatly 
without bandages, and are less 
visible after healing. 


Only Thing for Child 


Of course, this does not mean 
th at dressings should never be 
used. A bandage is often the only 
thing that will keep a small child 
from sticking his fingers into a 
wound or getting it unnecessarily 
dirty. 
Unconscious patients, such as 
those recovering from an anes­ 
thetic, should have their wounds 
protected by bandages. It Is also 
helpful to bandage injuries that 
would be repulsive to other peo­ 
ple, so 
the 
patient 
can 
get 
around, and perhaps out of doors, 
while the wound Is healing. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
L. M.: I had an appendectomy 
about five years ago. For the past 
six months I have had a constant 
pain over the site of the opera­ 
tion. Can you tell m e what causes 
this?

It is possible for a bandage to 
produce ju st the kind of damp, 
dark, moist living conditions that 
germs breed In. 
Even in skin grafting, where 
bandages are the rule, many of 
the bandages used are unneces­ 
sary, according to the foregoing 
line of thought. One doctor has 
reported over 300 surgical cases 
without bandages which showed 
no danger of infection. 
Sometimes, It is a good Idea to 
leave on dressings for short pe­ 
riods of time, perhaps 14 hours 


after an injury; in most cases, 
they are not needed any longer 
th a n this. There is usually less 
infection lf dressing and b and ­ 
ages are not applied. 
T he open-air treatm en t is also 
helpful in preventing unsightly 
sea rn, such as those on the face. 
Doctor* have noticed th a t facial 
scar* from severe cuts and In­ 
juries heal much more neatly 
w ithout bandages, and are less 
visible after healing. 


Only Thing for Child 


Of course, this does not m ean 
th a t dressings should never be 
used. A bandage Is often the only 
thing th at will keep a small child 
from sticking his Angers into a 
wound or getting It unnecessarily 
dirty. 
Unconscious patients, such as 
those recovering from an anes­ 
thetic, should have their wounds 
protected by bandages. It is also 
helpful to bandage Injuries th a t 
would be repulsive to other peo­ 
ple, 
so 
the 
patient 
can 
get 
around, and perhaps out of doors, 
while the wound Is healing.

L. M.: I had a n appendectomy 
about Ave yea** ago.

Set By OPS 


Food Stores Slated 
To Carry Listings On 
Cost O f Articles 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20-UP>—The 
government has stepped up plant 
to post dollars and cents food price 
ceilings on the walls of more than 
half of the nation's 500,000 grocery 
stores by Oct. I. 
The Office of Price Stabiliza­ 
tion said orders will go out short­ 
ly to its 54 distric t offices to get 
the pricing charts ready for post­ 
ing* 
Each poster is expected to show 
the ceilings for some 300 major 
market-basket items. 
The action will be a 
return to 
the 
uniform 
community 
pricing 
program used in World War II. 
Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall said 
this has proved to be the most ef­ 
fective means of food price con­ 
trol. He said the program will have 
two ’iig advantages: 
1. It will let consumers know at 
a glance the ceiling prices on many 
basic foods they buy. 
2. It will relieve grocers of the 
necessity of calculating individual 
ceilings on the items that must be 
posted.

OPS SAID THE decision to ex­ 
pand the community pricing 
pro­ 
gram from coast to coast i ; based 
on results from trial tests in three 
areas started last January. 
These tests have been a success 
in the marketing areas surrounding 
Jacksonville, Fla ; Fargo, N. D., 
and Fresno, C alif. Officials said 
both consumer and trade groups in 
those areas have asked that the 
program be continued. 
The lists to be posted will be se­ 
lected from about 40 per cent of the 
approximately 5.000 items sold by 
grocers. 
The OPS district offices will 
pick the items from the best-sell­ 
ing foods in their communities 
an1 their importance to the fam­ 
ily budget. 
Fresh, frozen and canned fruits 
and vegetables will not be includ­ 
ed. These items, making up an es­ 
timated 20 per cent of a family’s 
food costs, were exempted by Con­ 
gress July 1.

Set By OPS 


Food Stores Sloted 
To Corry Listings On 
Cost O f Articles 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20—t*—The 
government has stepped up plan! 
to post dollars and cents food price 
ceilings on the walls of more than 
half of the nation s 500,000 grocery 
stores by Get. I. 
The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
lion said orders will go out short* 
Iv to its 54 district offices to get 
the pricing charts ready for post­ 
ing. 
Each poster is expected to show 
the ceilings for some 300 major 
market-baskct items. 
The act ion will be a 
return to 
the 
uniform 
community 
pricing 
program used in World War II. 
Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall said 
this has proved to be the most ef­ 
fective means of food price con­ 
trol. He said the program will have 
two big advantages; 
1. It will let consumers know at 
a glance the ceiling prices on many 
basic foods they buy. 
2. It will relieve grocers of the 
necessity of calculating individual 
ceilings on the items that must be 
posted. 


OPS SAID IH E decision to ex­ 
pand the community pricing 
pro­ 
gram from coast to coast is based 
on results from trial tests in three 
areas started last January. 
These tests have been a success 
in the marketing areas surrounding 
Jacksonville. Fla ; Fargo, N. D., 
and Fresno, ( alif. Officials said 
both consumer and trade groups in 
those areas have asked that the 
program lie continued 
The lists to be posted will be se­ 
lected from about 40 per cent of the 
approximately 5,000 items sold by 
grocer*. 
The DPS district offices will 
pick the items from the best-sell­ 
ing foods in their communities 
ani their importance to the fam­ 
ily budget. 
Fresh, frozen and canned fruits 
and vegetables will not be includ­ 
ed. These items, making up an es­ 
timated 20 per cent of a family’s 
food costs, were exempted by Con­ 
gress July I. 
Meats, which account for the re­ 
maining 40 per cent of food items, 
also will not be included at this

1852 Paper Recalls Methods 
Of Farm Work Apprentices 


An original document in posses­ 
sion of Charles H. May rolls back 
the story of Pickaway County's 
farm employment a full century. 
Illustrating the accepted pro­ 
cedure in the day when farm 
youths and others would “ b . n ri 
themselves” to serve an experi­ 
enced worker in order to “ learn 
the trade,” tho paper is known 
as an indenture of apprentice­ 
ship. 
The paper preserved by May was 
recorded July 20. 1852, in the Book 
of Indentures kept by G. W Cooley, 
then clerk of Perry Township 
Parties to the contract 
were 
Noble Porter, guardian of James 
Wilson Lewis, a youth who desired 
to learn farming and also was a 
party to the agreement, and Peter 
Lewis, farmer.• # • 
iT READ IN part as follows: 
“ WITNESSETH - 
“That the '-aid James W. Lewis, 
aged sixteen years on the 4th day 
of July A. D , 1852. by and with 
the consent ut said Noble Porter, 
his guardian, hath and doth hereby 
bind himself as an apprentice unto 
the said Peter Lewis until the 4th 
day of July A I). 1857, from the 
date hereof, to learn the trade and 
occupation of a Farmer, and the 
said James VV. Lewis for himself 
and guardian doth hereby covenant 


with said Peter Lewis to faithfully 
serve him and correctly demean 
himself during the term of his ap- 
; prenticeship. 
“ And the said Peter Lewis doth 
hereby covenant with said Noble 
Porter and James W. Lewis and 
each of them, that he will teach the 
said J. VV. Lewis, as far as in him 
lyes, the said trade and occupation 
and will provide him during said 
apprenticeship with meat, lodging, 
medicine, washing, and good ordi­ 
nary clothing, and all other neces­ 
saries suitable for an apprentice, 
and will teach or give him an op­ 
portunity to br taught to read and 
w“ite and so mutch of arithmetic 
as will include the Simple Rule of 
Three, and at the expiration of said 
term of service will furnish t h e 
said J. Wilson Lewis with a horse, 
srddle and bridle to be estimated 
at $65.00 and a suit of clothes esti­ 
mated at $25 OO. *

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Sheep-Killing Dogs Fooling Their Masters, Wallace Warns 


e Daytime Pet 
Can Prowl 
During Night 


Formers Reminded 
Of Stafe Law On 
Their Canines 


Sheep-killing 
dogs 
will 
roam 
Pickaway County and many other 
sections of the nation as long as 
they find they can fool their mas­ 
ters with a canine version of Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 
That’s the belief indicated by 
Ralph Wallace, county humane 
officer, who said it’s a difficult 
problem because “many a nice, 
friendly, farm dog during the day 
turns 
killer 
among 
sheep 
at 
night.” 
Wallace said the problem isn’t 
nearly as serious as it was years 
ago, and that it is gradually being 
reduced in Pickaway County; but 
farmers all o\cr the 
region still 
lose many sheep to the marauders. 
“And it’s not only at night,” Wal­ 
lace said. “ Many times the killer 
dogs have attacked during day­ 
light.” 
• • • 


WALLACE REMINDED farmers 
that, under state law, dogs must 
be confined between sunset and sun­ 
rise. “ But of course an awful lot of 
them fool their masters,” he said, 
“ and sneak out for their killing 
without their absence being no­ 
di- ticed.” 
He explained many so-called gen­ 
tle dogs become killers by running 
in the company of a true killer—a 
dog which has already tasted sheep 
blood. 
“ Somehow, when they’re all in a 
pack—and tjiey see their leader at­ 
tack sheep—they too become wild 
for the moment and join in t h e 
slaughter,” he said. “ It’s hard to 
2 
imagine what they do to sheep. It’s 
* an awful sight—and especially to 
the farmer who owned the vic­ 
tims.” 
Wallace said claims for sheep 
killed by dogs come in regularly , 
through the Summer. 
The farmer is required to notify 
Wallace within 48 hours after a 
dead sheep is found. Wallace inves-: 
tigates the case and hands out ani* | 
mal claim forms. Appraisers then I 
I n estimate loss, and the claims are 
sent first to the township trustees 
and then to the county commission­ 
ers. 
One of the most serious cases re­ 
ported in recent weeks was the kill­ 
ing of 12 sheep on the McCoy 
Brothers’ farm near P i c k a w a y 
County Children’s Home. 
* • • 


ONE OF THE killer dogs, a mon- 
grel, was shot, but five others es­ 
caped. 
“ There’s no way of knowing just 
where they came from,” Wallace 
explained. “ Dogs can roam out into 
the farmlands from the city, or 
they can sneak away from their 
farm homes and prowl—sometimes 
for 10 miles or more. 
“ The overwhelming majority of 
them must be 
posing 
as 
nice, 
friendly and gentle dogs during the 
€ day. Add to them the many others 
—the really good dogs which turn 
killer when they first taste blood— 
and you have a problem that’s been 
awfully hard to beat.” 
Wallace said there seemed to 
be no effective 
precautionary 
measures. 
“ Dogs to protect the sheep— 
when such dogs are available—are 
usually 
outnumbered 
and 
can't 
possibly cover all 
the necessary 
ground against the killers,” the hu­ 
mane officer said. “And there’s no 
truth either in the theory that a 
goat in with the sheep will always 
give protection. 
“ It’s true a goat will fight the 
killers, and will put up a terrific 
fight too. But I’ve had cases 
in

which a goat failed to discourage 
attacks.” 
• • • 


THAT LEAVES only vigilance,1 
and observance of the law which 
calls for the confining of dog at 
night, as the only m e t h o d s by 
which the killers can be fought and 
eventually caught. 
Among the many sheep killers at 
large in the district now are dogs 
which escaped even though seen in 
the act. Wallace mentioned three on 
the most-wanted list. 
One of them is a black and white 
cross-breed weighing a b o u t 25 
pounds and with a bobtail. This 
killer was one of those which es­ 
caped after the attack on the Me 
Coy Brothers farm. 
Another killer—a brown and 
white pointer wearing a collar 
and tag—was last seen between 
Five Points and Darbyville. It 
was one of the dogs which killed 
three sheep on the Carpenter 
farm in that locality last Satur­ 
day night. 
The third killer mentioned by 
Wallace also participated in the at­ 
tack and escaped. He described it 
as a black cross-breed shepherd 
dog. 
“ The killers are sly too,” he add­ 
ed, “ because I remember a case 
in which one w as seen to wash him­ 
self thoroughly in a stream to get i 
rid of the blood stains after killing 
|sheep. 
• • • 


“AFTER A few minutes in the 
water and shaking himself on the 
bank, he ran away—looking like 
any other tame dog.” 
Wallace said the killer dogs seem 
able to strike at almost any time of 
year, but one detail he has noticed 
may serve to give farmers a warn­ 
ing. 
“ I don’t know just why,” he ad­ 
mitted, “ but nights when there’s a 
drizzling rain seem especially fa­ 
vorable for the killers. 
“ When a night like that comes 
along, 
I usually get ready for 
claims.”

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Sheep-Killing Dogs Fooling T heir Masters, Wallace Warns 


t Daytime Pet 
Can Prowl 
During Night 


Farmers Reminded 
ll 
Of State Law On 
Their Canines 


Sheep-killing 
dogs 
will 
roam 
Pickaway County and many other 
sections of the nation as long as 
they find they can fool their mas­ 
ters with a canine version of Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 
That’s the belief indicated by 
Ralph Wallace, county humane 
% 
officer, who said ifs a difficult 
problem because “ many a nice, 
friendly, farm dog during the day 
turns 
killer 
among 
sheep 
at 
night.” 
Wallace said the problem isn t 
nearly as .serious as it was years 
ago, and that it is gradually being 
reduced in Pickaway County; but I 
farmers all over the 
region still 
lose many sheep to the marauders. 
“And it's not only at night,” Wal­ 
lace said. “ Many times the killer 
dogs have attacked during day­ 
light.” 
• » • 


WALLACK REMINDED farmers 
that, under state law, dogs must I 
be confined between sunset and sun­ 
rise “ But of course an awful lot of 
them fool their masters,” he said, 
“ and sneak out for their killing 
without their absence being no- 
dj. ticed ” 
lie explained many so-called gen- i 
tic dogs become killers by running 
in the company of a true killer—a 
dog which has already tasted sheep 
blood 
“ Somehow, when they're all in a 
pack—and they see their leader at­ 
tack sheep—they too become wild 
for the moment and join in t h e 
slaughter,” he said. “ It’s hard to 
i 
imagine what they do to sheep. It’s 
* an awful sight—and especially to 
the farmer who owned the vic­ 
tims.” 
Wallace said claims for sheep 
killed by dogs come in regularly 
through the Summer. 
The farmer is required to notify 
Wallace within 48 hours after a 
dead sheep is found Wallace inves­ 
tigates the case and hands out ani­ 
mal claim forms. Appraisers then 
I e estimate loss, and the claims are 
sent first to the township trustees 
and then to the county commission­ 
ers. 
One of the most serious cases re­ 
ported in recent weeks was the kill­ 
ing of 12 sheep on the McCoy 
Brothers’ farm near P i c k a w a y 
County Children’s Home.

ONE OF THE killer dogs, a mon­ 
grel, was shot, but five others es­ 
caped. 
“ There’s no way of knowing just 
■where they came from,” Wallace 
explained. “ Dogs can roam out into 
the farmlands from the city, or 
they can sneak away from their 
farm homes and prowl—sometimes 
for IO miles or more. 
“ The overwhelming majority of 
them must be 
posing 
as 
nice, 
friendly and gentle dogs during the 
day. Add to them the many others 
—the really good dogs which turn 
killer when they first taste blood— 
and you have a problem that’s been 
awfully hard to beat.” 
Wallace said there seemed to 
be no effective 
precautionary 
measures. 
“ Dogs to protect the sheep— 
when such dogs are available—arc 
usually 
outnumbered 
and 
can’t 
possibly cover all the necessary 
ground against the killers,” the hu­ 
mane officer said. “ And there s no 
truth either in the theory that a 
goat in with the sheep will always 
give protection 
“ It’s true a goat will fight the 
killers, and will put up a terrific 
fight too. But I’ve had cases in 


which a goat failed to discourage 
attacks.” 
• • rn 


THAT LEAVES only vigilance, 
and observance of the law which 
calls for the confining of dog at 
night, as the only m e t h o d s by 
which the killers can be fought and 
eventually caught. 
Among the many sheep killers at 
large in the district now are dogs 
which escaped even though seen in 
the act. Wallace mentioned three on 
the most-wanted list. 
One of them is a black and white 
cross-breed weighing a b o u t 25 
pounds and with a bobtail. 
This 
killer was one of those which es­ 
caped after the attack on the Mc­ 
Coy Brothers farm. 
Another killer—a brown and 
white pointer wearing a collar 
and tag— was last seen between 
Five Points and 
Darbyville. It 
was one of the dogs which killed 
three sheep on the Carpenter 
farm In that locality last Satur­ 
day night. 
The third killer mentioned by 
Wallace also participated in the at- 1 
tack and escaped. He described it 
as a black cross-breed shepherd 
dog. 
“The killers are sly too,” he add 
ed, “ because I remember a case 
in which one w as seen to w ash him­ 
self thoroughly in a stream to get 
rid of the blood stains after killing 
sheep. 
• • • 


“ AFTER A few minutes in the 
I water and shaking himself on the 
bank, he ran away—looking like 
any other tame dog.” 
Wallace said the killer dogs seem 
able to strike at almost any time of 
year, but one detail he has noticed 
may serve to give farmers a warn 
mg. 
“ I don’t know just why,” he ad­ 
mitted, “ but nights when there’s a 
drizzling rain seem especially fa­ 
vorable for the killers. 
“ When a night like that comes 
along, 
I usually get ready for 
claims.”
